From 1 to 2 

The rush for Canadian Chib tickets 
for to-day's lecture at His Majejsty's 
has exceeded all expectations. By x 
noon yesterday, Arts, Science and the 
R.V.C. were completely sold out and 
asking for more, while the few that 
remained of those allotted to Law and 
Medicine were expected to last only 
a few hours. However, in order that 
neither the 8tudents' Council nor the 
Canadian Club shall Incur any loss in 
the undertaking, and in order that 
every student may hare a fair show 
to obtain a ticket as long as any re- 
main unsold, all tickets not disposed 
of must 'be returned by noon, to-day, 
to C. H. Adair, Arts Building. No un- 
sold tickets will be accepted after 
12.30, and those holding such tickets 
will be held personally responsible 
for the amount due. Any tickets 
turned in will be put on sale at the 
Union, from 1.00 p.m. to 2.00 p.m., 
and should any then remain, they will 
be immediately turned over to those 
who are on the waiting list. 

When the tickets were allotted to 
the various faculties, it was the inten- 
tion of the Canadian Club to simply 
use them as admission tickets, giving 
the choice of seats to those who 
reached the theatre first; tout the 
Students' Council, who are responsible 
for the conduct and arrangement of 
all public gatherings of the "Stus," 
after consulting the manager of His 
Majesty's, has ruled that each "Stu" 
will occupy the seat for which he 
holds a ticket, and the theatre man- 
agement have agreed to have suffi- 
cient ushers on hand to accommodate 
all pewholders without any unreason- 
able delay.

A visitor to the Union yesterday 
in the person' of W. E. G. Murray, Arts 
12, brought memories of the early 
days of "McGill Dally," as Murray, 
who was known to his college friends 
as "Bill," was the first editor and 
practically the founder of the paper. 
Besides his activity on the under- 
graduate publication, and fame gain- 
ed as a cross-country runner, Murray 
was chosen the Rhodes scholar from 
McGill In 1913, and proceeded to Ox- 
ford, where he was taking up a 
course of study when the war broke 
cut. 

Immediately enlisting as a trooper 
in the King Edwara Horse, he went 
to France with his unit, and after 
passing through some severe fighting 
was wounded and returned to Ens- 
land. . Soon after his convalescence, 
Murray secured a commission in the 
Highland Light Infantry, and again 
crossed the Channel. In 1915, he re- 
ceived his second wound and on his 
return to London took up work in con- 
nection with the Ministry of Informa- 
tion, under Sir Gilbert Parker. 

Uncured of his belligerent desires, 
Murray Joined the Royal Flying 
Corps (as it then" was), and went to 
France as a second lieutenant. The 
following year he became a casualty 
for Ute third time, hut even this fail- 
ed to put him "out of the gurnet He 
made a quick recovery and was ap- 
pointed to the Thirty-Fifth Squadron, 
then te the Slxto3nlh. and finally to 
the "Z" Squadron, with a roving 
commission, as flight commander. 

On October 8th, 191S, he returned to I 
Canada and was given command of 
the S3rd Squadron at Leaslde '.amp, 
Ontario. He is now on his way to 
report to the Air Ministry in London, 
and expects to resume his interrupted 
studies at Oxford.

the learning of other languages, for 
Latin was the nucleus of the Romance 
languages, and a knowledge of Latin 
greatly facllitat's r study of mod- 
em languages. Moreover, in order to 
appreciate the beauty & d richness of 
one's own language it is necessary to 
know another language with which to 
compare it. Also through a know- 
ledge of Latin one may increase his 
own power over his native language, 
and express himself with greater 
ease, lucidity, and conciseness. In 
translating Latin and re-translating 
it one is forced to be exact and fir.d 
the one word which adequately ex- 
presses the meaning and in this 
sometimes rather arduous process the 
reason and intellect f the student are 
traln.d. Thus, in order to replace 
Latin it vould be necessary to add 
several subjects to t'..c curriculum 
which would take many more hours 
of study without producing the same 
result. 

The leader of the negative, Hies 
Anna Macpherson, of the Second Year, 
opened her remarks by refuting some 
of the points brought up by her op- 
ponent. The Romance languages, al- 
though derived from L_:;n, -ere based 
principally on the vulgar Latin, 
which is not the Latin studied in col- 
leges. Though many great writers 
knew Latin, it was not absolutely es- 
sential, as there are many examples 
of those who have given the world 
great masterpieces, who never studied 
the classics. Miss Macpherson then 
stated how their case was divided; 
she would develop the subject with re- 
gard to history, religion and govern- 
ment, and education, while her col- 
league would deal with the study of 
Latin as regards everyday life. With 
regard to history we see that for 
many centuries Latin was the univor 
sal language of scholars, but as early 
as the time ot King Alfred there arose 
the realization that a people, In order 
to become a nation, should be in 
structed in their own language. When 
the modern universities were found, 
cd a thorough knowledge of Latin 
was not regarded as essential, and 
-this has become more and more ap- 
parent as time progresses, tor at the 
present time the state universities of 
the United States do not require Latin 
for entrance or for a degree. No one 
would study Latin in order to obtain 
any ideas concerning religion or' gov- 
ernment, for the former was cold and 
heartless, becoming more and more 
sensuous, while the latter is complete- 
ly over-balanced by the far more hu- 
mane r.nd efficient methods employ- 
ed by modern nations, notably Great 
Britain. Lastly, in relation to edu- 
cation, which should afford mental 
discipline, encourage original obser- 
vation, supply the mind with know- 
ledge, and give balance in thinking 
power— it does not fill all 'the re- 
quirements, and those which it does 
fill could be supplied just as well by 
the study of some other subject. 

Miss Elizabeth McPartlln, of tha 
affirmative, now delivered her argu- 
ments, after refuting some of those 
of the previous speaker. If Latin 
were not compulsory in colleges it 
would not be compulsory In schools, 
where the Latin taught covers only 
the ground of a fourth or fifth year in 
English. Even If Latin were com- 
pulsory in the schools a student en- 
tering college is not competent to 
judge where he should continue ths 
study of Latin or not. The fact the.t 
Latin is difficult is all the more rea- 
son w!iy it triould be crmpulsory, for 
knowledge gained at the expense of 
hard work is retained longer than that 
acquired easily. In this connection 
the speaker said that the present 
courses in college were too easy, at 
which some doubt was expressed by 
the audience. In an article written 
by a college professor to prove that 
Latin was not necessary for a liberal 



press his meaning. Also the tang 
tble result of an Arts course la a B.A. 
or M.A. degree, and how incongruous 
it would seem to receive the title 
Bachelarius Artlum without a know- 
ledge of the language in which H was 
given. 

MÏS3 Kathleen Godwin, in dealing 
with the study of Latin in everyday 
life, showed that the methods of the 
ancient Romans would not be of much 
practical application in modern times. 
How much more profitable it would 
be to study some of the great subjects 
which are of such moment at the 
present time. In the future the rea- 
son and not the memory will be of 
the greatest importance, and for this 
purpose scientific subjects arc of .nore 
use than Latin. Competent transla- 
tions of the. masterpieces in Latin can 
always be obtained, and the beauty of 
the Latin language could be appre- 
ciated quite as much through these 
as through the imperfect specimens 
produced with great labour by the 
student himself. 

Miss Isobel Millen now had five 
minutes for rebuttal, which she per- 
formed in a very competent manner. 
In tact, she had not finished refut- 
ing her opponents' arguments when 
the time was up. ; During the time 
while the judges were making their 
decision an animated discussion took 
place, which seemed to indicate fin- 
ally that the majority of the students 
present were in favor of compulsory 
Latin being retained in the colleges. 
As those who took part in this dis- 
cussion were principally students of 
the Third and Fourth Years their 
opinion was worthy of note. The 
judges, who were Prof. Lambert, Miss 
Brown and Miss Mary Mulr, at length 
reached their declaton, which was de- 
livered by Professor I.ambert. It was 
in favor, of the affirmative aid*, al- 
though the arguments of both sides 
had been r.o tellins that it was diffi- 
cult to decide. Professor Lambert 
expresèd some doubt as to the reten- 
tion of compulsory Latin If it were 
orposed often by such ardent debat- 
ers. Both sides had shown great as- 
surance in sp-aklng, with no apnea-, 
ance of memory work, and the rebut- 
tal of ail had been very efficient.

CITIZENSHIP COURSE 
NEEDEtUAYS PROF. 

I . of I. Will Try to Work Out 
Course According to 
Greene 

An attempt is being made at the 
University of Illinois to work out a 
course of study on United States citi- 
zenship somewhat along the line sug- 
gested by the war issues course that ' 
was especially provided for the Stud- 
ent Army Training Corps, it was 
stated by Prof. Evarts B. Greene, pro- 
fessor of history at the University of 
Illinois, in a speech at Chicago be- 
fore the annual meeting of the As- 
sociation of American Colleges. Pro- 
fessor Greene declared that ho be- 
lieves a course on United States ideals 
can be worked out and he advocates 
that colleges in general attempt it. 

He criticized the methods in the 
colleges and universities that have 
left the subjects most closely allied 
to citizenship to the élection of the 
student and caused the feeling to 
grow in the schools lhat political 
science and matters of that kind were { 
simply for those who had a special | 
interest in those things. 

He said he could not outline a drf- 
mite programme for the different col- 
leges and universities, but each should 
work out a courte of Its own. There 
need not be a special department for 
this purpose, but a course could be 
outlined to teach United States Ideals. 
Should this be done, care should be 
taken t» place it In ihe hands ot 
people who are open-minded and 
would encourage frank discussion, In 
order to bring out the best results.

( ONT ERNISO WRITING TABLES. 



In the early days of the medieval 
pcricd, when household furniture, as 
the term is understood to-day, was 
Blowly evolving from its rudimentary 
beginnings, s table was a simple, mas- 
sive affair, probably a board laid on 
trestles, and It had to play à variety 
of parts In the domestic economy. On 
it the famly and the family's retainers 
ate their meals, supposing, that is, that 
the master of the house was not suf- 
ficient y opulent to afford the luxury 
of two tables. At night, it not Infre- 
quently did servie* as a bed; and, if 
any of the family had acquire* the art 
of writing, no doubt a eorn*r of It 
would be. all they needed in the way 
of a writing table. Later on, the table 
became a more elaborate affair, and, 
a» tJie needs of the average family 
grew more and more complicated, a 
variety of tables made their appear- 
ance to supply them. 

After some hundreds of years, the 
first simple trestle trbles had given 
way to heavy, richly carved ones, and 
they, in their turn, to table* of all 
sorts and descriptions; round tables, 
oval tables, side tables, dressing 
tables, gate-iegged tables, dsw-Joeted 
îabies, «brtole-leg««l tables, and, tn 
fact, te too many different Mads of 
tables^o make rt possible to mention 



half of them — Including of course, 
writing tables. 

A few Fifteenth Century illuminated 
manuscripts show pictures of simple, 
sloping writing desks; and, tn late 
Tudor and Jacobean times, such things 
as small desks, mounted on table 
stands, were not unknown, although 
they were rare. These, however, were 
exceptional cases and the ordinary 
person did bis or her writing at a table 
in no wise specislly sdapted for the 
purpose. The end of the Seventeenth 
Century, in England, found a much 
wider diffusion of letters, in the larger 
sense of the word, throughout tfc* 
community, than had ever been the 
csss before, and, naturally enough, 
this change was accompanied' by a 
great development in the designing 
and making of writing tables and bu- 
reaux which went on into, and con- 
tinued throughout, the Eighteenth 
Century. The term "bureau" is said 
to have been derived from the Latin 
word "burras," red, and to 
to a reddish cloth used tor cover 
ing the desk. The (derivation of 
the word escritoire may be traced 
more exactly from its Latin origin. 

Many of the late Seventeenth Cen- 
tury bureaux were simple, dignified 
affairs, often having tall cupboards 
crowned with pcdlmen\s snd cornices 
above the desk or writing portion, with 
Us pigeonholes and drawers Inclosed 
by a sloping lid, while, beneath, were 
larger drawers. Walnut was the wood 
principally In use at this time, but 
Bomctimes different woods were com- 
bined, and the writer knows an excel- 
lent example which is carried out en- 
tirely In oak. The Dutch Influence ap- 
peared sometimes in the rounded 
fronts of the lower portion, contain- 
ing the drawers. Queen Anne's reign 
produced a large variety of writing 
tables and bureaux, seme on rather 
similar lines to those of the preceding 
reign, and with or without the up- 
standing cupboards above. 

A convenient type of little kneehole 
writing table appeared in the reign of 
Queen Anne, which has a charming 
appearance, but these are by no means 
so easy to secure as the more usual 
type of writing bureau. Later on In 
the Eighteenth Century, when Chip- 
pendale had' appeared in the world of 
cabinet making, he devised a number 
of variations of what he calls the 
"desk and bookcase," but, in addition 
to these, he made pedestal tables and 
library tables of a form which has re- 
mained In general use since his time. 
Some of the dressing tables and writ- 
ing tables of the early Chippendale 
period are really equally waM 'suited 
to fulfill either function, and the 
writer possesses one which has been 
found equally satisfactory in practical 
us* In both capacities. After Chippen- 
dale, as all the world knows, Thomas 
Sheraton, became the leading light In 
the matter of fumltur* designing, and 
he is responsible for some of the most 
charming little writing tables of the 
"boudoir" type ever designed. 
Although charming to leek at and

Th master began with a column or 
two of the primer, and that was, of 
course, what we tall the extreme 
right-hand column of th" last pase 
of the book, for a Chinese book— like 
so many other things Chinese— begins 
(according to our egoistic Ideas) "at 
the wrong end and proceeds back- 
ward." The teacher read in a lnud 
voice the nuine (sound) nr oath 
Ideograph or character, in what he 
believed was the correct Mandarin 
(Pekingese) pronunciation (it rarely 
was so unless he was himself a Pek- 
ingese), thus: 

Cin chl tau sing pua shen 
Sing slang kin sih siang yuan, 
each pupil shouting the same after 
the teacher in chorus, often correct- 
ed, until the class' pronounclation 
satisfied the master. 

There was no attempt on the teach- 
er's part to give to his pupils the 
meaning of what wa3 studied; that 
was to tome years after. When the 
master was satisfied with the boys' 
pronunciation and reasonably con- 
vinced that each could repeat that 
group ot ideographs, they were sent 
back to their Beats to cram the les- 
son, which they did by shouting tie 
sounds at the top of their lungs; and 
as each one was doing the same thing 
(to prove to the master how diligent 
they were!) the bedlam in an old-time 
Chinese primary school was some- 
thing awful! I remember passing 



•e books, 
boy had become a young 
man of 14 or 16. He could read any 
part of any of his textbooks at sight 
and could repeat the contents from 
cover to cover; but what it all meant 
was as "Greek" to him. When the 
youth had reached the age mentioned, 
the system of education developed 
into something akin to lectures. The 
teacher, always requiring his students 
to preserve the pronunciation and in- 
tonation he had taught, if the samr 
master held sway, now began the ex- 
position of the text. But the teacher 
always depended upon the works of 
renowned scholars, rarely (if ever) 
using his own explanation. In ad- 
dition, as the young men showed abil- 
ity, the teacher read with them com- 
mentaries by some of the" Innumer- 
able "learned doctors." 

Since there was but one ultimate 
object in this education, and that was 
to pass the government examination!, 
for admission into the ranks or the 
literati, the Chinese Civil Service, 
from which also military officers 
were selected, and inasmuch aB those 



classics solely, education in China 
formerly meant uothing more than 
cramming those great books. 

The national system continued un- 
til A. D. 705. when the pupils were 
required to pay . small fees — barel} 
sufficient to defray the teacher's 
living expenses. The classical 
course of study had then obtained 
such a hold upon the people that the 
private schools— for the obvious rea- 
sons that have been stated— continued 
to teach the classics as faithfully as 
the government schools had done. 

Enough has been said of lack of 
true usefulness in the old-time edu- 
cation of China. There is, however, 
much to be s;iid in its favor as a me- 
thod of training thr memory; and 
wbeu it passed beyond the primary 
stage there was a little done in 
branches which hed a Might sem- 
blance of the practical. This ma- 
terial is cuite Bufflcienl io make an- 
other paper before we com* to the 
complete upheaval which look place 
early In this Twentieth Century and 
placed modern education in China 
upon a plane that entitles it to re-

everything which started our wheels 
of progress moving in the right way 
and the incentive which has kept 
them going, round ever since? Is 
it to old Chine, which so many sup- 
erciliously inclined westerner* call 
"benighted," "backward," and all 
refer manner of disparaging or patronising 
names, we must go to learn about 
"publie education, which was old ages 
before the Enropean peoples to whom 
we credit our ancestry— be they Scan- 
dinavian, Teutonic, Saxon, Norman, 
or what you like— had emerged from 
the crudest savagery? Yet the 
Chinese Government had established 
a public school system maintained by 
approprietlons from the state treasury 
nearly, If not quite, 50 centuries ago. 
It was a most ideal "public'* system, 
using the term In Its strictest United 
States meaning, without a suggestion 
of the aristocratic ideas cannoted by 
names Eton, Rugby, Harrow, or any 
other English "public school." 

Just how many thousand and odd 
years ago it was to which the actual 
beginnings of the Chinese national 
system of literally '"public" schools 
shall be assigned, It is hazardous to 
say, if It is not actually impossible;' 
but certainly in the reign of a some- 
what mythical Emperor centuries be- 
fore the Christian Era, at least 2357 
B.C., it was well established. There 
are a dozen or more foundation stones 
upon which the giant structure of 
Chinese education Is firmly built. We 
call them the "Classical Literature of 
the Chinese." 

• Now, whether It was that the 
classics led to the establishing of that 
famous government school system, 
which was flourishing during the 
feudal period, B. C. 2357-1122. at 
least four centuries before the dis- 
covery of America, and ages before 
the first Norse minstrel trolled a 
saga, that the classes in the earliest 
"district schools" of China demand- 
ed e textbook and lessons were as- 
signed throughout the whole (then) 
Empire In the same way; or whether 
It was Inltlatlvely upon the classics 
that the curriculum was based, we do 
not know positively and doubtless 
never shell; nor doee It matter one 
particle.

To the Editor, McGill Daily. 

in Oie Montreal Star ot last Satur- 
day there appeared an article headed 
"What McOill is Doing for Returned 
Men." On reading the article, and on 
reviewing the college life of the past 
term, I could not help but think that 
there was still something lacking, not 
in the treatment of the returned men 
especially, but of the student body as 
a whole. 

Before going further, let me say 
this is not a criticism of any individual 
but of conditions as they are. On re- 
turning to McGtll this session, I was 
frankly disappointed in the relations 
which existed between the governing 
and student bodies. A lack of mutual 
understanding is evident, and this, to 
my mind, accounts to a great extent 
for the lack of interest which is at 
present apparent in most of the col- 
lege activities. 

By governing body, I refer to the 
Committee on Morals and Discipline. 
This committee has no student repre- 
sentatives on It, and is completely In- 
dependent of the student body. In the 
past four years many McGill men have 
volunteered. AU have lost something; 
some are permanently disabled; many 
have made the supreme sacrifice. And 
in the final analysis they have been 
striving to maintain Democracy as 
against Autocracy. Under the exist- 
ing circumstances, those who return 
find that the great principles in which 
they have been led to believe do not 
exist in the University. 

Yet those would apply more especl- 
ally to a small colony like McGill. 
where the masses are of the younger 
Î generation. To maintain proper ■dis- 
cipline, it must be administered with 
'an understanding of the temperaments 
ot those whom It controls. This un- 
derstanding seems to be entirely lack- 
ing In the manner In which the recent 
Medical Freshmen-Sophomore affair 
was settled. The levying of a fine, 
after having already obtained an apol- 
ogy from Med. '22 and a pledge from 
Med. '23 not to participate in a similar 
affair next year, may demonstrate the 
power by which we are governed, but 
it. in Itself, will not prevent future 
occurrences. It has bald, the further 
effect of destroying our faith in the 
wisdom ot the judgment exercised by 
the governing body, where an under- 
standing of student character, partieu- 
rlarly of..ihose who have returned, is 
concerned. 

Heme, wc would suggest, firstly, 
liât the existing Committee of Morals 
i :l Discipline be restricted in Us 
■ ' is to a purely advisory capacity; 
ltd, secondly, that a new committee ' 
appointed with student members' 
all faculties, which would be i 
saessed of the powers now exercisea 
uj Hie Committee of Morals and Dis- j 
câline, 1 
As mentioned before, this letter' 
has not been written in a spirit des- 
tructive criticism. But for the reasons 
I set forth above, we do not see bow 
proper discipline can be maintained, 
or a college spirit built up, un lees the* 
student body becomes self-governing, j 
Sincerely yours.
